Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-3, 5-6, 9, 11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Chiu et 
al. [5559360]. 

Chiu discloses: 

a stripe-line conductor of the inductor consisting of two or more parallel or/ and 
overlapping sub-strip-lines Al to A10 connected at one end and strip lines Bl to BIO 
connected at the other ends as shown in figures 4A, 4B; 

the order of the parallel and/ or overlapping sub-strip-lines being changed at least once 
during the total length of said strip-line conductor as shown in figure 3. 
- The order of the sub-strip-lines being arranged to change in such a point, as shown in 
figure 4A of the stripe-line conductor that electromotive forces induced in the loops of 
the sub-stripe-lines before the change point and the electromotive forces induced in the 
loops of the sub-stripe-lines after the change point substantially cancel out each other 
the order of the sub-stripe-lines is reversed as shown in figure 5B; 
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stripe-line conductor turns of the inductor are in two or more layers on the carrier 
substrate as shown in figure 5B, and in that the order of the sub-stripe-lines is changed 
by lead-ins between the layers. 
- a first set of parallel sub-stripe-lines in which the sub-stripe-lines are connected together 
at their first end CON3,a second set of parallel sub-stripe-lines in which the sub-stripe- 
lines are connected together at their first end CON6, second ends CON4 of the first set of 
sub-stripe-lines being connected to second ends of the second set of sub-stripe-lines in 
such a manner that the order of the sub-stripe-lines changes. 
With respect to claim 11, "being fabricated by thin film technique, thick film technique, 
fabrication technique of integrated circuits, printed circuit board technique, deposition 
technique or any other corresponding technique 7 ' has been considered but not given any 
patentable weight. "Even though product-by-process claims are limited by and defined by the 
process, determination of patentability is based on the product itself. The patentability of a 
product does not depend on its method of production. If the product in the product-by-process 
claim is the same as or obvious from a product of the prior art, the claim is unpatentable even 
though the prior product was made by a different process." In re Thorpe, 777 F.2d 695, 698, 227 
USPQ964, 966 (Fed. Cir. 1985). 

Allowable Subject Matter 
3. Claim 4 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

Claim 4 recites inter alia, that the order of the sub-stripe-lines is changed by coupling wires in the 
second layer. 
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Claim 7 recites inter alia, first and second set both comprising N sub-stripe-lines, the order of the first 

and the second set is connected to reverse in such a manner that sub-stripe- line i in the first set is 

connected to sub-stripe-line [N - (i - 1) ] in the second set where i= 1, . . .N and N- 2, 2 .... 

Claim 10 recites inter alia, three or more sets of sub-stripe-lines connected in series in such a manner 

that the order of the sub-stripe-lines is changed in every connection point between the sets. 

The references of record do not teach or suggest the aforementioned limitation, nor would it be 

obvious to modify those references to include such limitation.
